C ANADA MUST DECIDE ON MONDAY 

whom she will send to London as her delegate 
to the Economic Conference. She ie to choose be¬ 
tween Mr. King and Mr. Bennett. It a one of the 
moat vital decisions she has been called upon to make 
since the war. In it is involved her commercial rela¬ 
tionship with Great Britain and the rest of the Britan¬ 
nic Commonwealth of Nations. It it not too much to 
say that the whole structure of imperial sentiment will 
play a part in tha polling booth on Monday. 

If Mr. Bennett goes to London, he will take with 
him the pledge of hia party to destroy the British pref¬ 
erence in its entirety, which means that he will deal a 
heavy blow to the business which Canada does with 
the Motherland, a blow that will cost thousands of 
Canadian workers their jobs. , He will say to the Min¬ 
isters of the British government in the hearing of tha 
delegates from the other parts of the empire that this 
Dominion will refuse to give one concession to Great 
Britain unless Great Britain is prepared to give con¬ 
cession for concession. He will pound the conference 
table and demand that the foodstuffs which Great 
Britain imports from all parts of the world be taxed in 
order to give the products of this country an advan¬ 
tage in tha British market over all other similar prod¬ 
ucts. He will have to tell the delegates from Aus¬ 
tralia, from New Zealand, and from the British West 
Indies that at the first session of Parliament, with him¬ 
self in control, the treaties with them will be abrogated. 

This is tha spirit in which Mr. Bennett will enter 
the conference room if the decision should go in his 
favor on Monday. Yat ha knows that the whole ob¬ 
ject of the gathering is to devise ways and meant of 
closer economic co-operation between the various coun¬ 
tries which compose the Britanni^ Commonwealth, 
ways and meant of reducing the dependence of the 
empire on supplies from foreign countries. Of this, 
however, Mr. Bennett and hit party will have none. 
A government under his leadership would introduce 
a aovelsystem of developing trade: it would have our 
exixirteig. "bUst'' their way into the markets of the 
world. They would figuratively take prfopbebve pur¬ 
chasers by the throat and try to shake them imp buy- 
inf Canadian goods whether they wanted them or not. 
That ■ the Bennett policy of finding markets to keop 
Canadian workers in employment. It is not Decenary 
to speculate upon tha result of such a policy. 

.If Mr. Kmg goes to London, be will enter the 
conference room in a spirit of goodwill, with his 
country's authority to say to his fellow delegates that 
Canada is for the empire, first, last and aU the time, 
whether it be trade or the imperial tic in the sentimen¬ 
tal sense. His policy would require no explanation. 
With him would go the "spirit of 1897 ' as repre¬ 
sented by the first British preference—Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier’s practical method of promoting trade between 
Croat Britain and this country. Mr. King would take 
with him the Dunning budget with Canada's endorse¬ 
ment upon it. The most important provisions of that 
document are those to divert $250,000,000 worth 
of Canada’s annual purchases from the United States 
Into British channels. From his wealth of expericnca 
of Canada's business, none the less his wide knowl¬ 
edge of eco nomies . Mr. King also would be able to 
offer valuable suggestions for consideration. 

This is the V'rit Mr. King will take to London 
next fall if he shall be endorsed by the electors of 
Cauda on Monday.

U NTIL the lumber market has ad¬ 
justed itself Lake Cowiehan is again 
the same peaceful and picturesque 
spot many knew a few yean ago. 
There is a lull in the sound of the 
whistles of the logging camps. 
Fewer logging trains arc leaving the lake laden 
with logs. With the exception of a couple of 
camps and one mill, the population has been 
reduced to the actual settlers and innkeepers. 

have’ taken 


Kestdents of some of the camps 
advantage of the shutdown to avail themselves 
of fishing opportunities in the many streams 
and on the lake. Others are getting their guns 
cleaned ready for the opening of the hunting 
season, about seven weeks away. 

Mountain climbers are busy climbing the 
many mountain trails that practically surround 
the lake. Some have well-prepared plans, 
mapped out during the winter months, and are 
enjoying the holiday to the fullest. 

Trips from various points along the lake 
to such places as Ladysmith are undertaken by 
more ambitious woodsmen. Others are moving 
on to the head of Lake Cowiehan and eastward 
to Nanaimo Lakes, and from there on to 
Nanaimo. The head of the lake is only about 
twenty miles from the central Island metropolis. 

Some mountaineers and hikers arc heading 
for the West Coast by way of Nitnat Lake 
and on to Clo-oosa. From there they can catch* 
a C.P.R. steamer back to Victoria. Those who 
go out from Lake Cowiehan via Nitnat Lake 


direct express freight service. 

In other parts of .the Island the writer has 
noticed a marked improvement in the demand 
for goods from Victoria.

HAVE ADVANTAGE

time it lakes to unload goods from a boat and 
load a freight stage, the difference in time is 
about the same.

garding the forest fire hazard would not be 
amiss. Especially is care necessary in the Lake 
Cowiehan area. There is yet much magnificent 
timber along the west and north side of the 
lake and it would be a pity if just through 
forgetfulness a fire should ruin it. Westward 
towards Port Renfrew thee is approximately 
12,000,000,000 board feet of timber yet to 
be cut. 

At Lake Cowiehan the forest service is 
growing steadily. On the top of Mount Baldy 
there is a lookout station, and a very small spark 
or a light of any kind is almost instantly spotted. 
A plea to be very careful with fires would 
.sot be out of place at this dry time of the year.

MANY VISIT HATCHERIES 

Quite a number of Victorians have ho us e 
boats on Lake Cowiehan and cottages. The 
Dominioa Fish Hatcheries, ou a very beautiful 
spot just at the head of the Cowiehan River, 
attracts many visitors. This hatchery has been 
there for over twenty years and has been re¬ 
sponsible for dm restocking of many streams, 
lakes and riven On Vancouver Island. 

Residents at the lalft are well provided 
with shopping facilities. Thera are three good 
stores located at the foot of the lake. There is 
also a store at Youbou. some nine miles up 
the lake, and there ia a very good store at 
Ninon Creak, f smtssn milaa up. On can get 
almost anything needed at these places.

The summer was late, but it hat its advantages, 
because the lots of timber by fire hat been great 
■Lpa* yan. 

One of the recent changes around Lake 
Cowiehan is the way loggers are getting out 
of the lake area when going to the mainland. 
When the last exodus took place quite a 
number left for Vancouver by seaplane, coating 
about *15 each. Whether they will come back 
this way will largely depend on the stale of 
their finances after a few weeks lay off. This 
would seem to be only a "one-way" traffic, 
because most loggers are very good s penders 
and would hardly have “the change" to go 
back by seaplane. As one logger told the writer, 
"he would try anything once." 

In the meantime those who are holidaying 
at the lake are making the most of the time at 
their disposal, enjoying a swim, a fish, a stroll 
and. perhaps, climb. Some, for a change, go to 
the talkies for the evening at Duncan. Others, 
in the evening, “tell tall fish stories," some about

Although only the 
h«n> of sea-plied ah Ingle lies between the swamp 
and the see. the water In the lakelet la quite 
flesh, ae la shown by the plants that grow on 1* 
borders, some of which we have seen, and la dem¬ 
onstrated by proof of taste: warm It la but per¬ 
fectly fresh. It la plain that this open water rep¬ 
resents the old channel by which the lagoon chat 
once stretched all along the coast* at this point 
communicated with the sea and through which 
the tidal waters rushed to and fro. As I pointed 
out before, the aea has been busy straightening 
cut th> coast-line by filling the little bays be¬ 
tween the headlands, and now la fchlefly engaged 
In cutting back the headlands themselves. In this 
wsy th* work of the ocean is not unlike that of a 
road engineer who at one point fills in the grade 
with eoll from elsewhere, while at another he 
blasts out the rock or excavates the loose material. 
The engineer works with axe and aaw. pick and 
shovel, with grader and excavator, with drill aud 
blasting powder; the aea operates with Ite waves 
and currents, with rock and boulder, gravel and 
sand. It has neither pay-roll nor time-sheer to 
curb Its energies: "The mills of Ood grind slowly 
but they grind exceeding small.” While the road- 
maker levels the hills and fills up the valleys »be 
aea works in two ways at Its destruction of the 
land. Pint if eats into the softer portions, tear¬ 
ing the harder and more resistant rocks to stand 
out ss capes and headlands. Then, when It has 
given the edge of the land an outline formed cf a 
series of curves aa If some giant had been biting 
into It. If begins to operate on the intervening 
points of land, and la the meantime the curves 
reselvs the debris swept along by the shore cur¬ 
rents and piled up by the waves. Thus the 
shoreline Is straightened out again. If If were a 
sinking shore the ravages of the eea would be atUl 
greater and more evident, because the range of 
the waves would be extended further inland and 
the shore accumulations of shingle bars and rained 
terraces would be eaten into again and removed. 
This Is not the whole story of ths short work of 
tha sea. but It tells a little of It. 

CLAY CUFF AND RIVER MOUTH 

Beyond the lagoon-meadows a little river en¬ 
ters the eea: a creek In common speech. But In 
spite of the deep valley through which It runs for 
miles and the body of water It carries In winter 
It haf been unable to oppose successfully the f-*roe 
of the waves. In consequence. Instead of running 
boldly and openly out to see by a channel of lu 
own It slips furtively beneath the great bar of 
shingle, and It le only when the tide Is below 
“high'* that Its waters can ba seen lasulng frcm 
the beach deposits. 

On its farther aide a white ctay cliff marks the 
-westward verge of Its valley, and for a mile or so 


here. Just as you would find it In such a situation 
and in such a soli in Great Britain. Hearer the 
swamp's edge the beautiful little flowers of the 
water forget-me not are seen. They furnish a 
charming Illustration of the value of color con¬ 
tacts. for the blue of the fully opened flowers is 
undoubtedly greatly set off by the closely neigh¬ 
boring pink of the opening buds. Then the b*ue 
open flower has a clear yellow centre or eye. with 
llttl« scales set in the tiny throat. The crimson- 
purple blossoms of the fringed clover are scat¬ 
tered liberally. The false llly-of-tbe-valley or 
lfay-lUy le out of flower, but the ground is cov¬ 
ered with the heartehaped leaves, the berries al¬ 
ready beginning to take on a reddish hue. A var¬ 
iety of sedges and rushes grow in the wet margin 
of the swamp, as well as spread themselves out 
over lie further surface. Of these a notable one 
la the large spike-rush which on th# summit of 
Its round smooth leafleaa stem bears a quite dis¬ 
proportionate Inflorescence, the “spike** of 'U 
name. At a first'glance the Impression if gives Is 
that some blight has fallen upon lte green stem, 
but the impression la quickly removed by examin¬ 
ation of the spike. Then there are other spike- 
rushes with more slender stems end flowering 
beads like small cones Tufted sedges with pale 
green f.rtlle heads and a stamlnste one at top, 
and pond sedges, with drooping brown ■ laminate 
heads, and upright pistillate ones, are conspicuous 
objects. Then there are fine stands of cst’f-tails, 
often but improperly called bulrushes, their 
broad leaves giving a distinct bluish tinge to the 
swamp vegetation, while the true bulrush forme 
masses on the opposite elds of the meadow. 


scarlet paintbrush and golden Langsdorfrs mim’i- 
lus mingle with the feathery foliage and flower 
clusters of goateb*ard spiraea. Wild pigeons fly 
In SOd* out among the outward-leaning alders. 
Spruce trees In a valley opening out on the 
shore push themselves aggressively In among cedar 
and hemlock. 

Another stream appears: this one cutting Its 
way by a bold V-shaped opening to the sea and 
building out a shoal over which the waves break 
in foaming masses of white. By lte aide and on 
its broad flood-plain there Is a marshy depression 
filled with swamp grasses, and In lte wettest part 
grows tb» seashore arrow grass, a tall plant re¬ 
sembling a much overgrown plain tain. Like many 
of our salt*jnaiBh plants It U of very wide distri¬ 
bution. found, in feet. In such brackish swamps 
throughout the whole of the northern hemlepber-. 

A walk throtgh dark woods by a fern-Ur.ed 
path follows, and then once more we are by *he 
•fa. where a beach of firm sand gives delightful 
walking and 'be necessity for watching each Indi¬ 
vidual step to gone. Soon a cliff of sandstone >s 
reached and with It the end of our walk, save 
only the homeward journey some hours later. 
By now the tide la low and tha breese blows over 
a wide expanse of eea weed-covered boulders and 
flat ledges of rock where In pools the plants end 
a n i m als of the shore wait the turn of the water. 
Walk down to them, stepping carefully from 
boulder to boulder, and see the purple sea-uremus 
In their cavities In the rock, gleaming beneath 
the water like huge amethysts. In this pool, a 
yard by four feet, there are over MO Individuals 
of different sixes. 

Under the sunny cliff, where the water drips 
Incessantly and lte drops are occasionally blot.n 
towards us as a fine spray, let us rest. Ail around 
us are the relics of life lived millions of years 
ago, the shell* of an ancient seashore. Before us 
extends In a haae of blue the long broken line of 
the Olympics. The eea flash es and glows beneath, 
the noon-day sun. On a rock of ydlow sandstorm 
a Red Admiral lights, flitting here and there as If 
seeking some sweetness from the rock. Hie black 
and scarlet and white he vaunt* proudly In th* 
summer warmth and light. A large brown cater¬ 
pillar falls heavily from ebo-e. but moves off un¬ 
harmed after lte long descent. Soon a bright 
green one of particularly active demeanor follows 
him and frriggles off In the sand. It has been a 
day of complete satisfaction so far. and there le 
•till the return to be made with all it* possibili¬ 
ties 1 shall end with a little poem by Hllde Conk- 
llng. a very young American poet, that expresses 
something of my feelings as I sit beneath the 
cliffs and look out over the glittering expanse of

W ITH the coming of the “dog-days’* we 
are fairly launched in summer wea¬ 
ther. The old belief was that during 
that period our dometelc friends, the 
dogs, were peculiarly subject to hy¬ 
drophobia. and many a panting hound on a mid¬ 
summer dey has been looked at with the eye of 
•tern disapproval and suspicion. Fortunately a 
vessel of cool water has quickly set anxiety to 
flight, and mothers and nurses have breathed 
easily once more. But the “daya” were not named 
after hydrophoblcally-lncltned dogs, but after an¬ 
other and astronomical animal. Sirius, the dog- 
•tar, situated In the constellation of Cams Major, 
the Orest Dog. When the priestly watchers of 
onclsnt Egypt sew In the eastern aky Just before 
sunrlee the twinkling of that far-off star they 
knew that the annual rising of the water* of 
Father Nile was at hand. Thus the days of ihe 
dog-star's rising in coincidence with the sun were 
the days of pledged fertility to the people of tae 
File valley, and they were called the “dog-days.” 
The honoring title has passed Into the complex of 
western folk lore with many another old-t*me 
name, myth, legend and Custom, of which the 
origin la all but forgotten. With us the dog-days, 
or from July S to August 11, form the most de¬ 
lightful time of the year for holidaying, even 
though the flowers have largely given way to fruit 
and the voice of the birds bee lost the abandon 
of spring. 

To me the “dog-days have e quite Independent 
astronomical relation: for they cloeely coincide 
with those summer nights when the red star An- 
txres In the constellation of the Bcorp.on move* 
slowly across the southern horiaon. If you are 
fortunate enough to be able to lie on a south- 
facing beach one of these evenings, look low down 
and just above the Olympics, and you will aee. ’f 
the night have ite usual dearness, a notably red 
and fiery star flanked on right and left by two 
smaller and whiter ones, while all three point 
west to a vertical and curving line of four or five 
others that form the Scorpion’s head. The con¬ 
stellation rises above the horiaon In time for a 
good view of it just after dark these summer eve¬ 
nings. Tt used to have in the ancient world a 
dubious reputation because of the changeful colors 


WHERE THE FIELDS FALL SOUTHWARD 

The morning light 1* still on land and aea. cast¬ 
ing shadows across the grass from the forest edge 
and the great clumps of native shrubbery, where 
the fading blossoms of ths spiraea still wave in ins 
breeae as if defying the approach of dissolution 
and decay. The cattle, dun and brown and black, 
lie at ease just below the hillside, wearing aa they 
chew the cud of earlier pasturage, that calm and 
placid air that ranks them outwardly among the 
great philosophers. The unchanging attitude, ex¬ 
cept when the attentions of a fly demand a auddrn 
toss of the head, the steady rhythmic movement of 
the jawa. the strange faraway look In the larjt 
liquid eyes: all suggest a mind at leisure In a body 
perfectly controlled. No wonder that ancient 
legend associated with the Infant Christ and His 
Mother the “meek mild creatures" with “eyes of 
pity” and “bowery breath.” 

From the bushes comes the liquid note of a 
towhee. very shy and hard to see at this season.

Still, if*you walk #lth 
care and do not mind the gently-resisting swish 
of the low rushes and coarse grass against the legs, 
you may not only pass along dry of foot, but find 
pleasure In the varying shades of color/ At this 


water’s edge is a curious plant in great abundance.

a relation of the ferns and club-mo s es s . but It is 
reaLy a flowering plant with lte habitation In the 
water, and because It is so 1'ke the horsetail It la 
popularly known aa “mare**-tall.” and just aa 
obviously to anyone who knows the domestic 
article, "bottlebrush.”

Storage teata ahowed that tome berrita would 
aland up for long perioda after packing and atill 
retain their good qualities. while othera ware of 
little or no uee after having been packed forty* 
eight-houra. Siie, flavor and yiald were de* 
cidcdly variable characters. After careful 
study, thirty-eight plants were saved as worthy 
of further trial. 

In addition to the work oudined. consider¬ 
able hybridizing has been done, using aeverel of 
the more prominent varieties. Of these 800 
have fruited, making a total of 1.200, Each 
plant of the 1.200 has been examined, de¬ 
scribed end accepted or rejected, os the merits 
or dsmeriu of the plant became known. 

The crosses made were as follows: Magooa 
with Royal Soveieign; Royal Sovereign with 
Magooa; Paxton with Magoan: Greenville 
with Mariana: Greenville with Mogoon. and 
Paxton with Manana. The mother plant has 
bacn mentioned first in each instance. 

VAST WASTACE 

The way of die plant breeder it hard, for 
of the 637 crosses, ooly tweety-eight had suf¬ 
ficient value to be retained for further work. 
The plants retained of the open seedlings, and 
the crow** made as indicated, fnlited in 1930 
under ideal conditions, and wore again rogued. 

Of the original 1.237 voriodes. comprising 
the two lab, only forty had real value.
